A Storm too Severe for Descrip- 
tion. 


CHICAGO, May 1 4 . — A special from 
Dayton, Ohio, regarding Wednesday 
night's storm, says: "The storm was a 
combination of all the furious meteoro- 
gical elements, and was the most terrific 
in demonstration and damaging in ef- 
fects of any that has ever before visited 
this region. It was an aggregation of 
wind, lightning and rain, defying db- 
scription. 


Throughout the entire surrounding 
country it was even worse in all direc- 
tions. The wind was terrifiic and did 
enormous damage. 
Fences were lev- 
elled for miles, barns and sheds were 
blown to pieces, telegraph poles knocked 
down and trees uprooted. The fields 
were flooded and in many places farms 
were a sea of water. 


The damage by this overflow will be 
enormous. Fruit trees were blown down, 
torn limb from limb and scattered broad- 
cast, while the fields sown in grain were 
in numerous instances washed away, and 
the surface soil replaced with gravel and 
debris. The loss to the farmers cannot 
be calcula ted. 


The railroads running into Dayton all 
suffered heavy losses, aggregating pos- 
sibly $ 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 . 
The Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis is the 
only road up to this time that can even 
leave or enter the city. 
Nearly every 
bridge and culvert in this county has 
been washed away and destroyed. 


It is estimated that this alone will ag- 
gregate a less of ^ 3 0 0 , 0 0 0 to the county. 
The entire section of country between 
this point and Beavertown is a complete 
wreck, also in the direction from Skaker- 
town to Fairmont. 
At the later place 
nearly every house was damaged, some 
of them almost beyond repair. 


In Beavertown the church in which 
a prayer meeting was in progress at the 
time the storm burst forth was blown 
down. The congregation had just time 
to escape. 
Three other builcUngB were 
destroyed, and others damaged. Sever- 
al persons are reported severly injured, 
but is impossible to procure names and 
detail. 


THE AREA. 


Wednesday night there was another 
electrical storm, with wind, heavy rain 
and hail. Thte Xenia storm, however, 
was much more furious. 
The counties 
of Montgome^, Clarke, Butler Warren 
and Greene lie adjacent in Ohio and 
form an elevated plateau, with but shal- 
low valleys and low hilJs. 
In these 
counties are the towns of Dayton, Ham- 
ilton, Springfield Lebanon aud Xenia. 
In the eastern county of Indiana ad- 
joining this district is Connersville. At 
all these places the rain was of the 
heaviest volume ever known. 


The work of finding bodies still con- 
continues at Xenia, Ohio. The mayor's 
office hfls been turned into a morgue and 
there are now tweuty-two bodies there. 
The scenes are heartrendering. 
Whole 
families lie disfigured on cots. In addi- 
tion to the dead two more bodies were 
found this evening, being children, and 
they are not identified. The complete 
number of deaths, whose bodies liave 
been found, is twenty-five, with eleven 
still missing. 


THE STORM. 


The storm was far reaching. It is 
heard of in Illinois, through In£ana and 
Ohio, aud at Winchester, Va. Here 
there has been an unusual electrical dis- 
turbance for the past three night. On 
Monday night there was fdmost uninter- 
rupted lightning from 11 p. m. until 6 
a. m. Tuesday night a similar bondi- 
tion existed, accompanied by heavy rain 
and hail, the latter of very narrow range. 


A FUNNEII LAST NIGHT. 


JACKSONVIIIIIE, 
111., M a y 1 4 . — A c y - 
clone devastated a large secton of coun- 
try, a mile and a half in extent, a few 
miles north of this cily last night. It 
was of the Hsual funnel shape, ricochet- 
ing along with terrific force. Many 
farm houses were wrecked and orchards 
completely demolished. No loss of life 
has yet been reported. 


OBEAT SLAUOHTEB AT MADBII>. 


MADRID, May 144—In this city 32 per- 
sons were killed and 620 injured by 
hurricane of Wednesday evening. 


A hurricane swept across the middle 
of Spain Thursday, taking in its course 
the city of Madrid, at which place sev- 
enty persons were reported killed and 
200 seriously injured. The damage to 
property will exceed $1,200,000.

Xhe PiMMUar JteUUiona Kximttng Between 


a Married Mem. anO- aia%Mofher-4ti'Law 
<n Kaffirland. 
The other day we- fellrin with a very 
interesting work by Rev. J. H. Wood 
entitled '*The Uncivilized Races of the 
World," wherein we found an account 
of family etiquette among the Kaffirs, 
which is so droll that most people 
would imagine it to be the invention of 
some imaginative humorist, did it not 
come to us with the indorsement of so 
dignified and well-known a writer as 
Rev. Mr. Wood, whose works on nat- 
ural history are familiar to every school- 
boy in the land, and whose position in 
England is one of considerable emi- 
nence. 


The following description of the re- 
lations between a married man and his 
mother-in-law in Kaffirland 
from Mr. Wood's book : 


The peculiar etiquette which has been 
mentioned lies in the social conduct of 
those who are related to each other by 
marriage and not by blood. 
After a 
man is married he may not speak 
familiarly to his wife's mother, nor even 
look upon her face, and this curious 
custom is called "being ashamed of the 
mother-in-law." If he wishes to speak 
to her he must retire to some distance 
and carry on his communication by 
shouting, which, as has been truly said, 
is certainly no hardship to a Kaffir. Or 
if the communication be of a nature 
that others ought not to hear, the 
etiquette is thought to be sufficiently 
observed provided that the two parties 
stand on either side of a fence over 
which they cannot see. 


If, as is often the case, the man and 
his mother-in-law happen to meet in 
one of the narrow paths that lead from 
the kraal to the gardens and cultivated 
fields, they must always pretend not to 
see each other. 
The woman generally 
looks out for a convenient bush and 
crouches behind it, while the man care- 
fully holds his shield to his face. So 
far is this peculiar etiquette 
carried 
that neither the man nor his mother-in- 
law is allowed to mention the name of 
the other. 
The prohibition must in all 
places be exceedingly awkward, but it 
is more so in Kaffirland, where the 
name which is given to each individual 
is sure to denote some mental or physi- 
cal attribute, or to be the name of some 
natural object which is accepted as the 
embodiment of that attribute. 


Suppose, then, that the name of the 
man signified a house, and that the 
name of his mother-in-law signified a 
cow, it is evident that each must be 
rather embarrassed in ordinary conver- 
sation. Persons thus situated always 
substitute some other word for that 
which they are forbidden to pronounce, 
and that substitution is always accepted 
hj the friends. 
Curiously circumlo- 
cutory terms are thus invented, and 
very much resemble the euphemisms 
which prevail both in North America 
and Northern Europe. In such a case 
as has been mentioned, the man might 
always speak of a cow as the "horned 
one," and the woman would use the 
word "dwelling" or "habitation, "instead 
of "house." 


As, moreover, a man has generally a 
considerable number of mothers-in-law, 
it is evident that this rule must some- 
times be productive of much inconve- 
nience, and cause the memory to be al- 
ways on the stretch. How such a man 
as Panda, who has' at least a thousand 
mothers-in-law, contrives to carry on 
conversation at all is rather perplexing. 
Perhaps he is considered to be above 
law, and that his words are as irrespon- 
sible as his actions. 


What sly dogs these Kaffirs must be 
to devise a code of etiquette which 
evades that which is the source of end- 
less misery and mirth among civilized 
people. 
Although, truth to tell, we 
believe the mother-in-law to be a much 
misrepresented person. We have known 
a great many of them, but never yet 
ftiet with the typical creatures of the 
humorist's creation. 
But fasten a joke 
on anything and then all the jokers in 
the universe swarm round it like flies 
on a jam stain on the table-cloth. To 
be sure, the mother-in-law has immense 
facilities for mischief if she has the in- 
clination and talent to avail herself of 
them, but as a rule she does not. 


How is it, though, that we never hear 
anything of the father-in-law; he abso- 
lutely 
never appears in literature, 
serious or comic—that is to say, not as 
a father-in-law with any generic charac- 
teristics. 
But we must leave that 
question to the physiologists, psycholo- 
gists, and the jokeologists^

Two yeai-s ago this spring the people of 
Cincinnati had an impression that justice 
had not been done in a murder trial. A col- 
ored murderer was sentence<l to imprison- 
ment instead of to be hanged.

vengeance, not on the judges who bossed the 
trial, or the jury who let the prisoner oflf, or 
yet on the lawyers whose eloquence magne- 
tized the jury, but on the magnificent Hamil- 
ton county court house.

The fire destroyed the finest law 
library \vest of the Atlantic states. The 
damage done was almost incalculable. A 
vast amount had to l)e added to the tax list 
of the county, and the citizens will have to 
go down into their pockets and pay it.

COUNTY OFFICERS. 


Most of Tliem Are Paid by Fees— 
An Outline of Tlieir Pay. 


[Losansport Pharos.l 


Most people have but a faint idea how 
county officers are paid and this outline 
will tend to enlighten and interest: 


The auditor receives a salary of $1,200 
a year. 
If the population of the county 
is over 15,000 he gets $125 additional 
fees for each ^1,000 persons; and if the 
population is over 20,000 he gets $100 
for each 1,000 in excess of this number. 
He gets fees for certain work. 


The clerk is paid wholly by fees. 
Tho recorder is paid wholly by fees. 
The treasurer gets a salary of $800 a 
year, and also 1 per cent, on the first 
$100,000 takes collected, and J of 1 per 
cent, on all in excess to this. 
The sheriff is paid by fees. 
The prosecuting attorney receives a 
salary of $500 a year, and also gets fees 
in certain cases. 
The surveyor is paid in fees. 
The coroner gets $5 for the first day 
in holding an inquest and $2.50 for each 
subsequent day on the same body. 
He 
also gets five cents a mile as mileage. 


The county superintendent gets $4 a 
day for services actually rendered. 


The jury commissiener receive $3 a 
day, and the grand jurors and jurors get 
I a day and a mileage of five cents. 
The commissioners get $3.50 a day. 
The judge is paid annually $2,500. 
Other public officials are paid as fol- 
lows: 


Township trustees receive $2 a day for 
services actually rendered. 


Justice of the peace receives fees, as 
also does the notary public and consta- 
bles.

A Storm two Severe for JDeserip-; 


tlon. 


CmoAoo, liny 11—A special fromi 


Dayton, Ohio, regarding Wednesday 
night's storm, sayn: "The storm was a 
combination of all tbe fnrious meteoro- 
gictl elements, and was tho most torriflo 
in demonstration and damaging in ef- 
fcota of any that has ever before visited 
this region. It was an aggregation of 
wind,. lightning and rain, defying 
.seriptioc. 
. 
. 


• Throughout the entire surrounding 
country it was even worse in all diree- 
.tiom. The wind was. terrifflo and did 
enormous damage. Fences wore lev- 
elled for miles, barns and sheila were 
blown to pieces, telegraph poles knocked 
down and treen uprooted. The fields 
were Hooded and in many places farms 
were a sea of water. 


The damage by this overflow will bo 


enormous. Fruit trees were blown down, 
torn limb from limb and scattered broad- 
cast, whole the fields sown in grain were, 
.in numerous iiibtouues wasuedaway, and 
the surface soil replaced with gravel and 
debris. The loss to the farmers cannot 
be calcula tod. 


The railroads running into Dajton all 


suflered heavy losses, aggregating pos- 
sibly 8100,000. The Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati aud Indianapolis is the 
only road up to this time that can even 
leave or enter the oity. 
Nearly every 


bridge and culvert in this county has 
been washed away and destroyed. 


It is estimated that this alone will ag- 
'- a loss of J300.000 to tho county. 


The entire section of country between 
this point and Beavortown is a complete 
wreck, also in the direction from Skaker- 
town to Fairmont. 
At the later place 


nearly every house was damaged, some 
of them almost beyoiid repair. 


In'Beavertown the church in which 


a prayer meeting was in progress at the 
time the storm burst forth was blown 
down. The congregation had just time 
to escape. 
Three other buildings were 


destroyed, and others damaged. Sever- 
al persons aro reported severly injured, 
but is impossible to procure mimes and 
detail. 


Wednesday night there was another 


electrical' storm, with wind, heavy rain 
aud hail. The -Xenia storm, however, 
was much more luriouB. ' The counties 
of Montgomery, Clarke, Butler Warren 
and Greene lie adjacent in Ohio and 
form an elevated piatoau, with but shal- 
low valleys and low hills. 
In these 


counties are the towns of Dayton, Ham- 
ilton, bpringrield Lebanon • aud Xenia. 
In the eastern county of Indiana ad- 
joining thta district is Conuersvlllo. At 
all these places the rain was of the 
heaviest volume over known. 


The work of finding bodies fltill con- 


continues at Xenia, Ohio. The mayor's 
office hns been turned iuto a morgue and 
there are now twenty-two bodies there. 
The scenes are heartrendering. Whole 
families lie disfigured on cots. In addi- 
tion to the dead two more bodies were 
found this evening, being children, and 
they are not identified. The complete 
number of deaths, whose bodies liavo 
been found, is twenty-five, with eleven 
still missinff.
